3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: None of the 
prior art was found to teach a method of dispersing an active water-insoluble, solid 
agrochemical principal in an aqueous solution comprising the following steps: (i) 
providing a formulation comprising at least one active water-insoluble, solid 
agrochemical principal and at least one dispersant comprising a water- soluble, 
agriculturally acceptable derivative of an alternating copolymer or an agriculturally 
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acceptable salt thereof, wherein said alternating copolymer comprises at least one 
residue of a first comonomer and at least one residue of a second comonomer, wherein 
said first comonomer and said second comonomer are as claimed, and (ii) dispersing 
said formulation in an aqueous medium to form a suspension of the active water- 
insoluble solid agrochemical principal. 

The teaching of R. B. Seymour and D. p. Garner, referenced by applicant in the 
response, is sufficient to show that copolymers of maleic anhydride and styrene are not 
inherently alternating, since at least at some higher temperatures, they lose their 
alternating character. Without a teaching that the prior art maleic anhydride/styrene 
copolymers are alternating or a teach that the copolymers are produced below 
temperatures at which they lose their alternating character, the prior art cannot be found 
to teach or render the present methods obvious. 

In view of applicant's argument and reasons stated above, claims 1-6 and 52 are 
allowed.
